THE MODERN TORPEDO. 


H o w It T r a v e ls and It* E ffe ct U p o n 
S t r ik in g a Ve sse l. 
The preseirt day torj*edo is a very 
different sort of weapon from that used 
half a century ago. 
It is shaped some­ 
thing like a cigar and la about twenty- 
three foot long and twenty-one inches 
in diameter. 
It w eight considerably 
more than a ton. and its construction 
costs from $5,000 to double that sum. 
It is made to travel in a certain di­ 
rection iii a fixed time and to explode 
when it strikes some solid object, such 
HS a ship’s bottom. 
A torpedo of the 
largest 
and 
most m odem type will 
tear a gaping hole In tho stanchest ship 
ever built. 
The nose or "explosive 
head" of a torpedo contains the deadly 
charge <»f high explosives, nitroglycerin 
and guncotton !>oiug oftenest use*!. 
When the torpedo strikes Its target 
a tremendous detonation follows In­ 
stantly. driving in tw>tli the outer and 
linier "skins” <>f a vessel. 
The hole it 
makes in a shit*'* bottom varies in 
size. but is seldom Ie** than ten by 
thirty feet. 
I ’he toriMMlo travel* to­ 
ward b s victim at the rate, roughly, of 
aland a thousand yards a minute, Tile 
distance and rate of speed have to be 
calculated to a nicety before the tor­ 
pedo is discharged. 
It is kept to its 
destined course by perpendicular nub 
dors in its toil. 
The modern “dirigible” torpedo w as 
first used in a naval war during tile 
Chilean revolution of a quarter of a 
i century age.
